AS announced in the Capital yester-

had no opportunity to present their evi- 
denee, There could be no nonsuit in 
this case, 

To this Mr. Walsh replied that if his 
lordship granted the dismissal and the 
plaintiff’ appealed, it would be entirely 
at the diseretion of the higher courts 
Whether the evidenee for the defence 
should be produced and to this Justice 
Stuart agreed, 

Proceeding with his aplication Mr, 
Walsh asked for a dismissal on two 
grounds. In the first place no proof 
he id been adduced of the allegation that 

. Gallagher, the plaintiff in the action, 
wie Was deseribed as suing in behalf 
of himself and all the other electors 


of the city, was himself a ratepayer of 
the city. This omission of proof was 
a eround of dismissal which lay at the 
Very threshold of the aetion 

Even if this proof had been adduced 
hawever, the plaiotif! would have no 
right to’ maintain the action, since it 
Was of such a character thy iL proceed- 
ings could only be installed by the 
atlorney-eeneral, Mr. Walsh quoted 
from judgments de livered in the Cana- 
dian and British courts to show that 
Where public Interests alone are in- 
Volved, the: attorney-general must in- 
stitute proceedings, Only when the 
party bringing action was himself af- 
fected, could he bring action without 
the intervention of the attorney-gene- 
ral, If the ground of action affected 
the taxation of individuals, proceed- 
ings might be brought without inter- 
vention by the crown, There was no 
allegation that plaintiff suffered dam- 
age special to himself, there was no 
evidence that such was the case. There 
Was no pretence that the plaintiff suf- 
fered any especial inquiry, 

Mr. Biggar’s Reply. 

In reply O. M. Biggar .averred that 
the only important point in the case 
had ben overlooked. When the in- 
junction was granted, the question of 
right to constitute action might have 
been raised—-not. now. Even if the 
injunction were the only question, his 
lordship. was. bound by the Judgment 
of Mr, Justice Beck, al the. hearing in 
chambers. In the present instance all 
that was to be decided was a point of 
law, and could not be raised again be- 
fore any single judge. It eould only 
be raised again in the appeal cour, 

The only question now before the 
courts was whether some of the de- 
fendants were disqualified on. the 
cround of interest, and of bias. If his 
lordship came to the conelusion that 
the council were bound to give. the 
commissioner notice of a hearing and 
the putting of questions, and recog- 
nized the claim of interest and btas on 
the part of certain aldermen, fresh 
proceedings must be taken before the 
commissioner could be dismissed, The 
injunction, from the point of view of 
importance to the present action, had 
sunk into insignifleance, The action

KINGDOM OF ITALY 
IS 50 YEARS OLD 


United Maly Camo into Being on March 
417th, 1861—Celebrations In all 
Cities. i 


Rome, March 17.—The kingdom of | 
Italy looked backward half a century 
today and bowed low to the statesmen 
and soldiers whose. patriotic efforts 
brought about the Turin declaration of 
March 147, 4861, when United — Italy 
eame into being and Victor Emmanuel 
was desienated as the ruler of the 
new kingdom. lt is the semi-cen- 
fennial anniversary of this event that 
Italy ia preparing to celebrate — this 
summer on a grand scale. Beginning 
in the carty summer and continuing un- 
{fl the late autumn there are to be an 
almost continuous succession of fetes 
demonstrations from 
Sicily to the Alps. The features of 
International interest will be the great 
expositions of Rome and Turin. 

The movement which led to the uni- 
fieation of Italy had its beginning about 
the middle of last century. At that 
time Victor Emmanuel II, a most liber- 
al and statesmanlike monarch, oceu- 
pied the throne of Sardinia, His great 
minister, Count Cavour, was an ardent 
believer, in Italian unification. In- 
spired by Garibaldi, Mazzini, Cavour 
and other eminent and able patriots 
of the time Vietor Emmanuel ae 


France in a suecesful war with Aus- 
tria for the liberation of northern Il- 
aly, and then began to extend the king- 
dom of Sardinia, 

Fifty years ago today came the de- 
elaration of Turin, when Victor Em- 
manuel assumed the title of king of 
Italy. During the ensuing ten years 
provinee after province united with the 
new kingdom of Italy, and finally, in 
1870, afler a sharp struggle with the 
Pope, supported by France, Victor Em- 
manucl annexed the papal states, en- 
tered Rome in triumph and from his 
new capital began to rule a_ united 
Italy,
